Jaquith family 
visits Wilmington 


There were, in Wilmington last 
Saturday more members of the 
Jaquith family then there had been 
for many years. Twenty members of 
the family drove out to the Aldrich 
Road site that is said to be the site of 
the home of Abram Jaquith, over 300 
years ago, and then visited the site of 
the t Jaquith hemlock, also off 
Aldrich Road. 

‘The eighth annual dinner of the 
family had been held in a Woburn 


restaurant. Presiding was Dr. 
George Jaquith of Brawley, 
California, and possibly the only ones 


and Doris Jaquith of Canton, Mrs. 
Ruprighht has been in Wilmington on 
occasion, the guest of the Minutemen. 

Doris has a cousin, Ralph Connolly, 
on Forest Street, and presumably has 
visited, from time to time. 

There are about 300 members of the 
Jaquith Family Association. All are 
descended from Abram Jaquith, who 
settled in what is now Wilmington in 
1665 or earlier. His name is Abraham, 
but he was known by the shorter 
version, and he bore the military title 
of Sergeant. 

Abraham Jaquith was a Hugenot, 
the first Hugenot to live in what is now 
Wilmington. His descendants believe 
the family originated in Switzerland, 


but are not certain. His home, if the 
old records are accurate, was just to 
the west of the Shawsheen line, the 
survey line laid out in 1655 between 
Billerica and Woburn. He probably 
believed he lived in Woburn while, 
according to the ancient geography of 
Middlesex County his home was in 
Billerica, He would probably have 
said he lived in the Land of Goshen, 
for that was the name of that part of 
what is now Wilmington, in Colonial 
days. 

Abraham moved to what is now 
Wilmington from Charlestown. He 
was known to have been living there 
in 1643 and probably was living there 
in 1658, 16 years after Woburn 
founded. He probably had several 


- hundred acres of land, along the 


westerly side, or maybe both sides of 
what is now Aldrich Road. 
Abraham hada son Abraham, and a 
grandson Abraham, all of whom lived 
in what is now Wilmington. It is not 
until the third or fourth generation 
that their names appear in the 
Wilmington records. The second 
Abraham was said, by members of 
the family to have participated in
